TO THE KIM’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty, 

In compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament found- 
ing the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland, I have the honour of sub- 
mitting to Your Majesty the following Report of the proceedings 
and condition of Queen’s College, Galway, for the academic session 
ending 11th June, 1904. 

Tables of Statistics giving the usual information will be found 
in the Appendices. 

The increased number of students which 1 was able to record 
in my last Report was maintained in the past session, 117 students 
having been in attendance. Of these 117 students 68 came from 
the Counties of Galway, Mayo, Roscommon, and Clare, and 31 
from the Province of Ulster. Of a total of 43 scholarships 
awarded 26 were gained by students from the Counties of Galway, 
Mayo, and' Clare, 19 having been awarded to students from the 
County of Galway alone, while 13 were gained by students from 
the Province of Ulster. It is in the highest degree encouraging 
that so many students from the West of Ireland continue to avail 
themselves of the educational advantages of this College. 

The following distinctions were gained at the Examinations of 
the Royal University of Ireland, held in 1903 : —

— 7 Second Class. 

Honours. — 2 First Class. 

— 16 Second Class. 

Mr. James Warnock was awarded a special prize for dis- 
tinguished answering in'Experimental and Mathematical Physics 
at the M.A. Degree Examination, and Mr. Samuel Minnis the “ Dr. 
and Mrs. W. A. Browne” prize for proficiency in the colloquial 
knowledge of the French and German languages.^ 

In the past session two of our students passed the Examination 
for County Surveyorships in Ireland, one of them taking first 
place, and five passed the Examination for Assistant County 
Surveyorships.

^An'ordinary Visitation of the College was held on 9th Janu- 
ary 1904. The Right Honourable Lord Clonbrock, K.P., pre- 
sided, and the other Visitors present were : — ' The Right Reverend 
the Lord Bishop of Tuam, the Right Honourable the Earl of 
Westmeath, Sir Arthur V. Macau, President of the Royal College 
of Physicians, Ireland, and Sir Lambert H. Ormsby, President of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland. 

On that occasion I made the following statement : — 

"It is customary at ordinary Visitations for the President of the 
College to make a brief statement dealing with the present condition of 
the College, and with any recent changes that may have occurred in it. 
At the last Visitation this duty fell to abler hands than mine. Sir Thomas 
Moffett, whose reputation for learning and eloquence is well known, 
was then President, and I am glad to take this opportunity of offering 
a tribute to the distinguished services rendered by him to the cause of 
higher education in Ireland, and especially to this College. I rejoice 
that, 'though he has ceased to preside over it., and to fight its battles— 
as he often did with characteristic ability— he still takes a deep and 
lively interest in its welfare. 

It is my melancholy duty to refer to the loss, by death, of two very 
prominent members of the Collegiate body, who were present on the 
occasion of the last Visitation, Professor D’Arcy W. Thompson and 
Philip Sandford. Professor Thompson died in harness, having delivered 
his lectures on Greek on the day before his death. Many distinguished 
Students of this College trace their first literary inspiration to his refined 
scholarship and sympathetic teaching. Mr. Sandford was much more 
than a Professor and a man of learning ; ho was a companion and friend 
of the Students, ever willing to give them the benefit of his counsel and 
advice. The zeal uniformly evinced by those two Professors for the 
welfare of the Oollego will preserve in tho recollection of those associated 
with them, sincere respect for their memory. 

It gives me much pleasure to hoar testimony to tho untiring activity 
and diligence with which the Professors have discharged their duties, 
and to the way in which the Students have responded to their exertions. 
The attention of the Students to tlieir work lias been excellent, and the 
regularity and order which they have maintained, most exemplary. 

The condition of the College is in many respects most satisfactory, 
and its prospects encouraging. Last session there \\ as a marked increase 
in the number of students, the total being 118, the largest number for 
any session in the preceding twenty years, with the exception of two, 
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1889-90 and 1893-4, when the numbers were, respectively, 122 and 120 . 

For the present session there are already 1 1 3 names on the hooks. The 
Registrar has prepared tables, which are now submitted, giving tie 
number of Students attending the College this season, arranged accorting 
to faculties and to religious denominations. In connection with the* 

tables, I would refer to the fact that nineteen of these students are 

ladies, live, of them holding Junior Scholarships and three of them 
Senior Scholarships, the highestklistinction which this College can bestow 
A lady student of this College gained in October, 1902, the '“Dr. and 
Mrs. W. A. Browne” Gold Medal and Prize, established in the Royal 
University of Ireland by Dr. W. A. Browne, an alumnus of 'this 
College, for proficiency in the colloquial knowledge of the French and 
German languages. Another lady student has recently obtained the 
“ Mary Anne Leighton” Scholarship in Girton College, Cambridge, for 
proficiency in the knowledge of Greek and Latin. I should like also to 
point out that, out of a total of forty-one Scholarships awarded this 
Session, eighteen were obtained by students from the County of Galwar 
alone. 

To show that this College has been making efforts to keep abreast 
with more favourably circumstanced and more richly endowed seats of 
learning, it is sufficient to refer to my reports for the last^ three or four 
years, where I have given the research work done by Professors and 
Students. 

Last session Lectures in Celtic Literature were delivered by Mr, J. 
J. O’Neill, M.A., one of our most distinguished graduates. We have 
now classes in Electrical Engineering, under the charge of Mr. F. A. 
Haigh, B. Sc., of the Owens College, Manchester ; and I am glad to say 
that these classes in this most important branch of Engineering are 
well attended, and give every promise of becoming an important feature 
of College work in the future. Lectures on the Theory of Music are 
delivered by Mi-. 'Williams, Mus. Bae., University of Oxford. It must 
not, however, he forgotten that these efforts are put forward under 
great difficulties. W e have no funds expressly set apart for Assistants or 
Lecturers. There is an urgent need for additional equipment snd endow- 
ment. W r e have not been able to allocate to the Library a sufficient 
sum to provide for binding and the purchase of periodicals and books, 
on account of the increasing demand of the other departments. The 
Biological and Pathological Laboratories are very inadequate, and the 
Chemical Laboratory is over-crowded. The Anatomical andGynteeo- 
logical Museums should be renewed, and a curator appointed to take 
charge of them. The recent Report of the Royal Commission on 
University Education in Ireland states that ‘ it should be clearly 
understood that these Colleges (Cork and Galway) are insufficiently 
equipped for the purpose of University Education, and that the equip- 
ment, which barely satisfied the scientific needs of the middle of las! 
century, is lamentably insufficient at the present day.” 

This College, which was founded to serve as a centre of literary 
and scientific culture, and to bring the benefits of a liberal education 
within the reach of the West of Ireland, lias, notwithstanding many 
difficulties, to some of which 1 have referred, achieved substantial results. 

Of the students who entered since the opening of the College more 
than 700 are now fully qualified medical practitioners. Many of 
them are well-known men, in the first rank of their profession. In my 
opinion, a medical school which has produced such men has prove! 
its efficiency beyond question, Queen’s College, Galway, has been 
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,, iin half a century a boon to many medical students who 
for * 01 '® g as ;iy have availed themselves of the advantages offered by 
could " J , ‘ , / ; n Dublin and other large towns. I need not speak 
Ttf Engineering School of this College. Its successes are known 
°* * 16 1 oi-e Many Engineers trained here occupy high positions, not 
everywi • Britaia MU i j n Ireland, hut in India, Australia, New 
° n ?j America, and South Africa. The Chief Engineer and 
Sm-etarv of the P uWic Works Department of the Government of 
T 1' the Chief Engineer of the Madras Hail ways, and the Chief 
Engineer of the Railways in Victoria, Australia, were students of 
Queen’s College, Galway. . 

What is true of the Engineering School is true also, to a large 
tteut of the other departments of the College. In all quarters of 
the riohe former students of this College are to he found occupying 
hwlfand honourable positions in the public service, thereby testify- 
ing to the excellent training received within these walls. 

°I must express my deep senso of the greatness of the services 
rendered to the College by the Deans of Residences. These services are 
of inestimable value, and greatly facilitate the maintenance of order and 

discipline in the College. . 

In conclusion, I hope the visitors will have time to inspect the 
Library, Museums, and Laboratories, and I trust they will see the 
necessity of an increased grant to keep those most important aids to 
instruction in an efficient condition. 


After hearing evidence in connection with an appeal by Pro- 
fessor Pye against a decision of the College Council, the Visitors 
—on Professor Pye withdrawing his appeal — announced that 
“they were unanimously of opinion that everything was in ex- 
tremely good working order in all the departments, considering 
the limited space at present available; and that it was their 
unanimous opinion that, as there was no Chair of: Pathology in 
the College, the Council should make arrangements for the 
appointment of a suitable Lecturer in Pathology, who should 
devote the whole of liis time to that subject." Prompt effect has 
been given to this recommendation by appointing R. J. Rowlette, 
B.A., M.D., a distinguished graduate of the University of Dublin, 
Lecturer in Pathology. 

The vacancies in the Professorship of Latin and in that of 
Jurisprudence and Political Economy, created by the death of 
Professor Sandford and the resignation of Professor Unstable, 
have been filled by the appointment, under the Royal Sign 
Manual, of Mr. Charles Exon, M.A., and of Mr. John Ii. "Warded, 
M.A, both graduates of the University of Dublin. Mr. Exon has 
a very high reputation as a .Latin scholar. II in Plautine studies 
have obtained the warm eulogies of Ekutsch anti other eminent 
Continental Latinists. Ho has brought forward with arguments 
of great thoroughness and ability a new theory of the cccyclema, 
which has been most favourably received by authorities on the 
subject. Mr. Wardoll’s College career was a remarkable one. He ob- 
tained a first Senior Modoratorship with a large gold medal, the 
Cluff Memorial prize, the University prize in Political Economy, 
the Vice-Chancellor’s prize in English Prose, and the. Whately 
prize, which is open to graduates of all the Universities in the 
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United Kingdom. In addition to the Professorship of Juris- 
m-udence and Political Economy in this College he holds the 
Readership in Modern History in the University of Dublin. 

The meetings of the College Literary and Debating Society 
were well attended, and three public lectures were delivered by 
Professors. 

At the end of the third term a meeting of Professors and 
Graduates was held, for the purpose of founding a Queen’s College, 
Galway, Alumni Association. Many former Students, of the 
College are interesting themselves in this movement, which, it is 
to be hoped, will be crowned with success.
